Oh then in Gods name giue heed to that whichfo!- 
loweth and lay it vp ſafely inthecofer of your harts, 
for then ſhall you be ſure to finde Chrifle indeed: if 
thou ſeck God (faith Dauid) he will be foũd of thee, 
ſo that all the vertue lyeth in this woord ſecke, wher

nes: o then how oughtall men (of what eſtate ſue-

Ianlwere no, for Daud liecre telleth Salomon his 
ſonne that ifhee vould finde God, hee him ſelf muſt 
ſeeke him, and nat pale it ouer vnto others, as great 
men commonly doe in theſe dayes: ſaying, to ftudic 
the Scriptures belongethonly to men of the church 
preachers and ſuchlike, as though none hut learned 
men ſhould be ſaued, for fo they mull needes wrel!

Let no man therfoie faint to him ſelfot vchat calling

deceiuable vanities forbidden to be vſed: but are al- 
— ignorant in Gods woord , and ſuffer them- 
ſelues to be lead blyndfolde by ſuch blynde guy des

and blaſpheme the holy name of God by {wearing 
and forſwearing without any cauſe ,butthatthey are 
ignoraunt of the Scripture , which threatneth great 
iudgemẽts (e) againſt ſuch vile wretches.
